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WREXHAM  &  DISTRICT  HOSPITAL 
CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

January  1st,  1945,  saw  the  inauguration  of  the  New  Wrexham 
and  District  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  new  Scheme  has  proved  a  success.  This  Scheme  embraces 
the  Workmen’s  Contributions,  Tradesmen’s  Fund  and  the  Reciprocal 
Arrangements.  The  nett  income  from  these  sources  for  1944  amounted 
to  ^13,243/10/-.  During  1945  the  Contributory  Scheme  contributed 
to  the  Hospital  Fund  a  total  of  ^14,489/17/3,  an  increase  of  £\,2AQ  over 
the  previous  year.  Viewed  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
there  was  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  workers  employed 
on  war  work,  this  achievement  is  a  remarkable  one  and  is  the  result 
of  the  magnificent  work  of  the  Secretary-Organiser  and  his  first-class 
working  committee.  The  future  success  of  the  Scheme  is  now  assured, 
and  the  Board  gratefully  achnowledges  the  valuable  financial  assist¬ 
ance  given  during  1945  and  in  every  confidence  looks  forward  to 
increased  assistance  during  1946. 


HOSPITAL  SUNDAY. 

The  sum  of  ^272/5/9  was  collected  for  the  Hospital  in  the  various 
Places  of  Worship  during  1945.  The  Board  tenders  its  heartfelt 
thanks  to  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  the  various  Churches  and  to  the 
Officers  and  Congregations  who  have  implemented  their  prayers  in 
a  practical  manner.

The  Board  is  determined  to  maintain  it  as  such 
and  to  direct  its  energies  towards  a  standard  of  service  which  will  be 
worthy  of  the  confidence  not  only  of  the  public  of  Wrexham  and 
District,  but  also  of  other  areas  from  whence  come  encouraging  reports 
of  increasing  interest  in  our  Hospital. 

This  area  is  on  the  threshold  of  a  New  Era,  and  it  behoves  us  to 
prepare  for  the  anticipated  Industrial  expansion  therein.  The  Board 
of  Management  would  therefore  appeal  to  the  Public  in  general  for  their 
continued  help  and  if  possible  additional  support  in  1946  asa"  Thank 
Offering  for  Peace.”

THE  CHAIRMAN’S  REVIEW. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  we  have  to  record  the  passing  during  the  year  of  : — 

Mr.  Robert  Morris,  a  Vice-President  and  a  member  of  the  Board  for 
many  years.  He.  was  a  man  of  honest  purpose  and  his  unswerving  loyalty 
to  the  Hospital  was  inspiring. 

Mr.  G.  O.  Price  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Management  for  many 
years.  He  created  opportunities  to  serve,  and  well  did  he  utilise  such 
opportunities.  He  lived  a  life  of  service  to  others. 


Mr.  Humphrey  G.  Davies  had  been  a  temporary  assistant  on  the 
secretarial  staff  since  the  early  days  of  the  war.  His  personal  religion  and 
sympathetic  nature  enabled  him  to  contribute  joy  and  happiness  to  our 
patients. 
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Another  friend  was  Mr.  Ted  Robbins,  a  sportsman  of  International 
fame,  who  demonstrated  his  affection  for  onr  Hospital  by  his  many  efforts 
in  raising  funds  in  its  support. 

I  would  ask  you  to  stand  for  a  moment  as  a  tribute  to  their  memory. 

The  report  in  your  hands  reveals  another  year  of  unceasing  advance. 
As  compared  with  1944,  the  year  1945,  be  it  noted,  shows  remarkable  in¬ 
creases.  The  number  of  in-patients  is  up  by  120,  number  of  operations  by 
269.  Our  out-patients  department  has  been  very  active.  Casualties  treated 
show  an  increase  of  315.  Attendances  for  Fdectrical  and  Remedial  Exercises 
came  to  8,997  as  against  5,617.  X-Ray  and  Radiographics  are  up  by  332, 
and  X-Ray  Films  by  1,231.  Sunlight  (New  Cases)  and  Sunlight  Treatment 
continue  to  advance.  The  total  number  of  attendances  of  Out-patients 
reached  the  total  of  59,869,  which  represents  an  increase  of  11,170  on  1944, 
and  the  number  of  Out-patients  treated  was  up  by  699. 

With  these  figures  before  us,  we  can  justifiably  claim  that  the  Hospital 
commands  the  confidence  of  the  people.  Moreover,  the  loyal  and  efficient 
services  of  our  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  supported  by  the  Matron,  with  a 
kmd  and  devoted  staff,  are  deservedly  appreciated  by  all.  You  will  be  in¬ 
terested  to  know  that  18  Student  Nurses  entered  the  Wards  alter  successfully 
completing  the  8  weeks  course  in  the  Preliminary  Training  School. 

In  the  Preliminary  State  Examination,  93  per  cent,  of  our  Nurses  were 
successful,  whilst  85  per  cent,  passed  the  Fmal  State  Examination.  Miss  Ivy 
Pritchard,  a  trainee  of  this  Hospital,  has  been  awarded  the  A.R.R.C.  for 
devotion  to  duty  in  Burma.  Miss  Pritchard  trained  from  1939  to  1943, 
when  she  joined  the  Queen  Alexandra  Imperial  Military  Nursing  Service 
Reserve.  Miss  Taylor  Jones,  who  was  Out-Patient  Sister  for  nine  years, 
has  also  been  mentioned  in  despatches  for  services  in  Germany. 

Our  area  has,  during  the  war  years,  been  particularly  fortunate  in  that 
it  has  two  hospitals  in  Wrexham— -The  War  Memorial  Hospital  and  the 
Emergency  Flospital  at  Plas  Maelor.  Each  worthily  played  its  part  in  those 
difficult  days.  I  have  every  confidence  that  at  a  joint  conference  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  two  Hospitals  to  be  held  shortly,  a  scheme  will  be  inaugurated 
whereby  a  Hospital  Centre  will  be  established  in  Wrexham.  This  should 
ensure  a  standard  of  service  which  will  enable  it  to  minister  to  a  much  ex¬ 
tended  area  and  to  demand  its  recognition  as  a  key  health  centre,  so  that 
it  may  fulfil  its  share  in  the  much-needed  improvement  of  Hospital  service 
in  North  Wales.  The  proposed  expansion  of  Industries  in  North  Wales, 
and  the  recent  grading  of  our  district  as  a  development  area,  makes  it  in¬ 
cumbent  on  all  responsible  for  the  health  services  in  Wrexham  and  District 
to  look  ahead  and  plan  wisely,  if  the  demands  of  the  future  are  to  be 
adequately  met. 

The  financial  side  of  the  Report  will  be  dealt  with  by  Mr.  T.  Lythgoe, 
who  for  many  years  has  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  House  and  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee.  To  him  we  extend  our  gratitude  for  all  he  has  done'  in  that  office, 
and  in  his  capacity  as  Chairman  of  the  Wrexham  and  District  Hospital 
Contributory  Scheme  during  its  first  year.  My  comments  on  the  Hospital 
finances  will  be  very  brief.  You  will  note  that  our  expenditure  of  ^42,471 
for  the  year  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  ^1,087.  This  is  more  than 
accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  one  item  alone,  viz.,  7(1,968  in  Salaries  and 
Wages.  As  a  matter  of  interest,  I  may  say  that  the  substantial  advance  in 
the  number  of  Out-Patient  attendances  cost  the  Hospital  an  extra  £55 0. 
We  are  anxious  to  maintain  the  Hospital's  standard  of  efficiency,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  a  reduction  in  maintenance  costs  will  be  found  possible  at  an 
early  date.  4* 
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The  total  receipts  for  the  year  came  to  £36,  792,  another  record,  repre¬ 
senting  an  increase  of  £2,172/4/8  on  the  previous  year,  and  the  Board  of 
Management  extends  its  grateful  thanks  to  the  very  many  kind  friends 
who  have  so  loyally  supported  the  Hospital  with  their  contributions  by 
raising  funds  for  the  Hospital,  and  by  giving  their  services. 

The  contribution  of  £450  received  to  date  from  the  7th  Battalion  Royal 
Welch  Fusiliers  in  memory  of  Lieut. -£ol.  George  F.  T.  B.  Dickson,  D.S.O., 
will  further  cement  the  traditional  friendly  relationship  which  has  existed 
between  this  distinguished  regiment  and  the  town  of  Wrexham.  The  sum 
has  been  increased  to  £500  since  the  close  of  the  year. 

I  should  very  much  like  to  make  reference  to  all  our  good  friends  in¬ 
dividually,  but  time  will  not  allow.  I  take  it,  however,  to  be  your  wish  that 
our  sincere  congratulations  be  conveyed  to  Mr.  Jackson,  the  Secretary  and 
Organiser,  and  to  the  Committee  of  the  Wrexham  and  District  Hospital 
Contributory  Scheme  on  the  remarkable  success  the  scheme  has  attained 
during  its  first  year.  The  total  contribution  to  the  Hospital  Funds  was 
£14,459/17/3,  which  represents  an  increase  of  £1,246  on  that  received  in  1944 
under  the  old  regime.  It  will  interest  you  to  know  that  some  eighty  centres 
have  already  been  established  in  the  area',  and  further  plans  are  in  hand  for 
increasing  the  scheme’s  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital. 

I  trust  that  nothing  will  be  introduced  in  the  Government’s  proposed 
National  Flealth  Service  to  undermine  that  great  power  for  good  which  has 
in  the  past  not  only  enabled  the  Contributory  schemes  throughout  the  country 
to  subscribe  so  much  towards  suffering  humanity  in  our  land,  but  has  also 
proved  the  means  of  uniting  millions  of  men  and  women  in  Britain  into  a 
vast  army  of  resolute  fighters  against  the  ravages  of  sickness  and  disease. 

You  would,  I  feel  sure,  also  wish  to  refer  to  our  former  Matron,  Miss  E. 
M.  Keeley,  who  retired  in  September,  after  15  years  of  exemplary  service 
to  the  Hospital.  Her  record  will  undoubtedly  prove  an  incentive  for  good 
to  all  who  came  under  her  influence  both  in  and  outside  the  hospital.  May 
her  years  of  well-deserved  leisure  be  many  and  happy.  We  were  fortunate 
in  securing  a  successor  to  her  in  the  person  of  Miss  Joan  C.  Hague.  We 
very  warmly  welcome  her  amongst  us  today,  and  would  assure  her  of  our 
full-hearted  support  as  “  Our  Matron.” 

Another  item  of  interest  is  the  grading  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in 
May  last  of  the  Hospital  as  a  Fracture  Department  “  B  ”  under  the 
Emergency  Scheme.  This  is  in  recognition  of  the  services  rendered  by  this 
department  and  the  Board  of  Management  is  now  concentrating  on  its  further 
development.  In  this  connection,  I  deem  it  a  privilege  to  pay  a  very  sincere 
tribute  to  Dr.  Eric  Evans.  The  zeal,  ability  and  loyalty  with  which  he  carried 
on  the  work  of  this  busy  department  throughout  the  war  years  has  won  the 
esteem  and  gratitude  not  only  of  the  Board  of  Management,  but  also  of  the 
large  number  of  patients  who  benefitted  from  his  careful  and  efficient 
attention  during  that  difficult  period. 

Another  item  I  would  like  to  mention  is  the  much  discussed  question 
concerning  Wales  as  a  unit  in  the  National  Health  Plan.  In  other  spheres 
of  our  National  life,  Wales  is  recognised  as  a  unit  ;  her  tradition,  economic 
and  social  conditions,  culture  and  language,  justifies  this,  and  in  my  own 
opinion  as  a  layman,  there  is  no  reason  why  Wales  should  not  be  recognised 
as  a  Region  for  all  Health  Services  in  the  future,  not  merely  as  a  matter  of 
right,  but  more  so  to  enable  her  to  deal  more  effectively  and  expeditiously 
with  the  urgent  problems  and  difficulties  revealed  in  the  two  Hospital  surveys 
published  recently.  I  would,  however,  add  that  I  am  in  agreement  with  the 
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view  that  such  a  proposal  will  not  imply  the  severance  of  the  long  and  close 
relationship  between  North  Wales  and  Liverpool.  There  prevails  in  Liver¬ 
pool  a  strong  Welsh  influence,  and  there  exists  a  strong  Liverpool  influence 
throughout  most  of  North  Wales,  especially  so  in  the  sphere  of  Medicine. 
It  would  therefore  appear  natural  to  foster  this  long  standing  contact  in  the 
interest  of  both  Areas.  The  upgrading  of  the  Health  Services  in  North  Wales 
will  relieve  Liverpool  Hospitals  of  many  of  the  demands  made  on  them  under 
the  conditions  of  today,  but  Liverpool  will  still  retain  its  importance  as  a 
Centre  for  North  Wales. 

There  is  one  other  observation  I  should  like  to  make  in  this  connection. 
I  am  not  so  sure  that  the  constant  criticism  levelled  at  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  is  altogether  justified.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  were  it  granted 
more  autonomy,  it  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  its  many 
problems.  May  this  come  soon.  Wales  will  then  be  better  equipped  to 
undertake  the  great  responsibilities  associated  with  the  future  development 
of  Health  Services. 

To  conclude,  I  would  with  you  ask  :  “  What  about  the  future  of 

Voluntary  Hospitals  ?  ”  We  know  that  a  Health  Scheme  affecting  all 
hospitals  has  been  pending  for  some  months,  but  we  are  still  without  any 
knowledge  or  information  as  to  its  character.  It  is  true  that  reports  have 
appeared  in  the  Press  stating  that  all  hospitals,  whether  Municipal  or  Volunt¬ 
ary,  are  to  be  nationalised.  These  have  not  been  publicly  confirmed  nor 
substantially  denied  by  Government  spokesmen,  though  the  reports  are  said 
officially  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  “to  be  without  authority.”  In  view 
of  this,  it  is  unwise  to  make  any  forecast.  I  would,  however,  like  to  express 
my  conviction  that  if  the  new  Health  Service  is  to  be  a  really  progressive  and 
humane  affair,  it  will  have  to  provide  ways  and  means  in  which  the  Public, 
who  use  the  hospitals,  could  really  continue  to  take  a  direct  personal  interest 
in  their  management  and  affairs,  unless  this  is  done,  the  Hospital  Service 
will  only  comprise  one  pattern  of  hospital  which,  no  matter  what  the 
camouflage,  will  really  be  run  from  Whitehall.  The  people  of  this  country 
look  upon  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  as  a  great  and  ancient  Trust,  and  in  the 
wbrds  cf  a  prominent  person  in  the  Hospital  world,  “  it  is  unthinkable  that 
even  in  these  changing  times  some  great  work  will  not  remain  for  them  to  do.” 

May  I  end  with  another  quotation  from  the  same  authority,  viz.,  Colonel 
Sir  Bertram  J.  F.  Ford,  President  of  the  British  Hospitals  Contributory 
Schemes  Association  :  “  Whatever  the  future  may  hold  for  us,  I  hope  and 
trust  that  the  spirit  of  dignity,  and  the  knowledge  of,  and  pride  in,  a  great 
achievement  may  distinguish  both  our  attitude  and  our  outlook,  and  that 
whatever  the  outcome  of  these  difficult  times  may  be,  the  cause  of  suffering 
humanity  may  be  efficiently  served  on  the  highest  plane,  and  to  the  abiding 
distinction  and  enhanced  prestige  of  our  beloved  country.” 

Wrexham  has  a  great  future,  and  its  development  will  demand  a’ Hospital 
Service  of  the  highest  standard.  I  would  leave  with  you  the  exhortation  of 
Pericles  to  the  Athenians  regarding  their  duty  as  citizens  of  a  great  city  : 
“  Think  what  she  may  become  and  be  worthy  of  her  ” — Think  what  Wrexham 
may  become  and  be  worthy  of  her. 

I  have  pleasure  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report  and  State¬ 
ment  of  Accounts  for  the  year  1945. 

Seconding  the  adoption  of  the  report,  Mr.  T.  Lythgoe  also  referred  to 
Mr.  Aiyar’s  blue  print  and  said  that,  if  they  had  more  men  of  Mr.  Aiyar’s 
standing  to  put  their  suggestions  before  the  public,  the  hospital  services  in 
the  country  would  be  much  better  than  they  were  at  the  present  time.  The 
blue  print  was  issued  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making  a  basis  on  which  the 
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future  hospital  services  for  Wales  could  be  strengthened  and  made  more 
efficient,  and  it  had  given  them  something  to  work  upon. 

Dealing  with  the  financial  side  of  the  report,  Mr.  Lythgoe  pointed  out 
that  their  expenditure  of  /42,471  for  the  year  exceeded  that  of  the  previous 
year  by  ^1,087.  The  total  receipts  came  to  ^36,792,  another  record,  repre¬ 
senting  an  increase  of  £2,172/4/8,on  1944.  For  the  first  time  for  a  number  of 
years  there  were  no  new  developments  to  report,  but  they  could  claim  that 
they  had  fully  maintained  their  services  and  clinics  during  the  year.  The 
Board  of  Management  had  made  tentative  arrangements  for  improvements 
and  additions  to  the  existing  clinics,  and  those  'proposals  would  no  doubt 
bear  fruit  during  the  present  year.  Their  financial  position  was  such  that 
they  could  not  undertake  any  extension  involving  capital  expenditure  at 
the  moment,  and  whilst  having  to  exercise  the  strictest  economy  during  the 
coming  months,  they  were  determined  to  maintain  the  present  high  standard 
of  efficiency  for  which  the  Hospital  had  become  noted.  That  they  had  the 
confidence  of  the  public  was  clearly  demonstrated,  and  the  Board  was 
determined  to  do  everything  in  its  power  to  retain  that  confidence.  The 
medical  and  nursing  staffs  had  built  up  a  reputation  which  had  placed  the 
Hospital  in  the  forefront  of  the  hospital  world.  Last  year  was  no  ordinary 
year,  but,  taking  everything  into  consideration,  it  was  a  most  successful  one. 
What  the  future  held  for  them  they  did  not  know,  but  he  was  sure  that  they 
in  Wrexham  would  be  ready  and  willing  to  play  their  full  part  with  the  same 
determination  and  enthusiasm  as  that  displayed  in  the  past. 

The  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  was  adopted.
